Matt. 24:31, “He shall send his angels.” 

7 “Created” is from the Hebrew word 
Be @ 0:2" which means to create. The 
creation of the spirit world, Job 38:7, 
“When the morning stars sang to- 
gether, and all the sons of God shout- 
ed for joy?” Psa. 148:2, “Praise ye 
him, all his angels: praise ye him, all 
his hosts.” Ezek. 28:13,14, “Thou wast 
created—thou art the _ anointed 
cherub.” Heb. 12:22, “But ye are come 
unto mount Sion, and unto the city 
of the living God, the heavenly Jeru- 
salem, and to an _ innumerable 
company of angels.” In 1 Cor. 15:40 
Paul mentions celestial bodies 
(heavenly). Col. 1:16, “For by him 
were all things created, that are in 
heaven, and that are in earth, visible 
and invisible.” 1 Peter 3:22, “Who is 
gone into heaven, and is on the right 
hand of God; angels and authorities 
and powers being made subject unto 
him.” These were all created before 
man was (Adam), Gen. 1:1. 

The dispensation of angels, Ezek. 
28:11-17, known as the Antechaotic 
Age, Gen. 1:1. God is still using angels 


today. 
Angels are organized into principal- 
ities, powers, dominions, with

God has angels. Psa. 91:2, “For he

over thee, to keep thee in all thy 

ways.” Psa. 103:20, 21, “Bless the Lord, 

ye his angels, that excel in strength, 

that do his commandments. Bless the

1 his that do his pleasure.” We see in 

Gen. 3:24 that God placed cherubim 
to guard the tree of life. 

In Gen. 16:7 we find Hagar (Egyp- 
tian) in the desert. God sent His 
angel and found her by the foun- 
tain of water. Gen. 21:17. She and the 
lad were driven out. She laid the child 
down in the wilderness of Beersheba 
to die, gave up all hopes of the child 
surviving, but God sent one of His

out of heaven. God heard the voice of 
the lad, and saved them. Isa. 63:9 
states the angel of His presence saved 
them. 

Gen. 22:2, God tested Abraham. He 
said, “Take thy son Isaac and offer 
him as a burnt sacrifice in the land of 
Moriah.” He started to kill his son, but 
God’s angel called out of the heaven 
and stayed his hand. 

We can have a guardian angel. God 
gave Moses one, in Exodus 23:20-23, 
“Behold, I (God) send an Angel before 
thee, to keep thee in the way, and to 
bring thee unto the place which I 
have prepared. Beware of him (an- 
gel), and obey his voice, provoke him 
not; for he will not pardon your 
transgressions, for my name is in him.

Psa. 34:7, “The angel of the Lord en- 





campeth round about them that fear 
him, and delivereth them.” 

In Gen. 32:24 we find Jacob great- 
ly afraid and distressed. God sent an 
angel (man) to help Jacob. 

In Gen. 19 we find that Lot made a 
wrong choice, and landed in the ter- 
rible wicked city of Sodom. God sent 
two angels to destroy it, and they took 
hold of Lot and his wife, also both 
daughters, and led them away. 

In Exod. 3:2 we find that the angel 
of the Lord appeared to Moses in a 
burning bush. God sent him to Egypt 
to deliver the Israelites. He performed 
ten miracles but Pharaoh would not 
let them go. But when the Angel 
(Lord) passed through, they went out. 
Exod. 14:19, “And the angel of the 
Lord (God) which went before Israel, 
went behind them as a pillar of the 
cloud for protection.” 

In 1 Kings 18:36 Elijah (prophet), 
with sixty-three words, called fire out 
of heaven, exposed Baal, had eight 
hundred fifty preachers killed (false 
ones), then in the same chapter 
prayed seven times and God let it 
rain, and the hand of the Lord 
(Spirit, angel) moved up on him and 
he ran over sixteen miles under the 
power of God, outran the chariot to 
Jezreel. Yes, this preacher put the 
program over big, then he let old Sis- 
ter Jezebel run him across the coun- 
try and he hit the bottom. He went 
and sat down under the juniper tree 
and requested that God let him die. 
Poor fellow, bad enough for a woman 
to pout, and worse for a man, but a 
preacher! O Lord, have mercy! That 
is what he did. God sent an angel 
down and cooked him a nice cake, and 
said, ‘““Wake up, Preacher, I have your 
supper cooked.”

I finished my letter, 
as I thought then, though later I 
wrote some more.

It had made an im- 
pression on me. I couldn’t forget it. 
I said in my letter that I didn’t doubt 
but what the devil didn’t want us to 
praise the Lord but I said the Lord 
had been good to me, He had an- 
swered so many prayers, that I meant 
to praise Him as long as I lived. I 
thought it was time for me to pray, 
so I went off alone and prayed. As I 
prayed it seemed I had so much to be 
thankful for that bright winter 
morning. My heart was so full of 
gratitude I could hardly express it. 
Well, praying just wasn’t enough but 
I never had liked the idea of people 
praising the Lord to get anything 
from the Lord. I just couldn’t see 
anything in that. I said we ought to 
ask God for what we wanted. But on 
this particular morning I wanted to 
praise the Lord and a determination 
was there to praise Him with all my 
very soul; the praises just rolled out, 
and then something happened. It just 
seemed to me that I hushed and was 


it had ever been to try and repeat a 
few words of another language after 
one who spoke another language 
foreign to me. Much of the time I had 
to write to the members of my own 
family. A friend came in and I 
thought I would try to read the Bible. 
I would start out all right for a verse 
or two and then I would be reading in 
tongues, then after a few verses 
would read plainly enough, then I’d be 
reading in a broken language. We 
went with Brother Emil Summers, 
pastor then of the Christopher church, 
to Logan church. I never spoke a 
plain word in my own language the 
whole time. I hesitated to talk to any- 
one, I talked so broken. Two of the 
sisters who went with us said they had 
several persons ask them that night if 
I was a foreigner. I thought I would 
write to Sister Barbara King as 
several years before she had held a 
meeting at the Christopher Church of 
God and I was there. Sister King had 
been strangely drawn to me and was 
anxious to have me seek for the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, but I told her 
I didn’t want to be deceived. I was

listening to another talking, but I 
couldn’t understand a word. After a 
while all was still. I said, “Thank you, 
Jesus.” I was so utterly astonished I 
could hardly believe it, and yet I knew 
it was all true. It was day and the 
sun was shining and I was very much 
awake. I opened the door into the 
room where my daughter was and I 
said, “Well, praise the Lord, Lorene, I 
have just received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost.” Then I felt something go 
all through me, even into my feet, and 
I began to laugh. I was running over. 
I went into the room where my oldest 
son was. He had come in from Sun- 
day School, and I began to tell him. I 
laughed so I just had to sit down in 
a rocker and laugh—that was all I 
could do. I tried to tell it at the 
Church of God that night but I spoke 
in tongues and the few words I did say 
in my own language were very broken 
and sounded like that of a foreigner. 
The next day I began speaking in a 
broken language, when I wasn’t 
speaking in tongues—it was as hard 
for me to speak my own language as 


honest in all this, dear ones; I could 
not understand and I meant it when I 
said I didn’t want to be deceived. Well, 
I thought she would be so glad to 
know that I had received the baptism 
so I wrote a letter to her. She was 
holding a revival at West Frankfort 
so one night Brother Summers and 
several of the Church folks and I went 
over to her church in West Frankfort. 
She said she had received my letter 
and that it read just like a friend of 
hers talked who was a foreigner, but 
she said it was real. Some friend was 
with her and she said they could feel 
the presence of the Holy Ghost as she 
read the letter, and she spoke in 
tongues. 

To me this was a very strange ex- 
perience, but it proved to me beyond a 
shadow of a doubt the blessed reality 
of the baptism of the Holy Ghost. No 
one who knows me doubts the reality 
of my experience, regardless of what 
church they may be a member. I am 
not ashamed of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. I know now that I have

Service for the Master 


I have taken the Evangel for years 
and it has been food to my soul. I 
never get hungry enough to hurry to 
the table before reading my Evangel, 
thereby feeding the spiritual man on 
some of the good articles. I have been 
impressed to write a little article for 
the Evangel. 

Matt. 10:39, “He that findeth his life 
shall lose it; and he that loseth his 
life for my sake shall find it.” 

Jesus said that unless a grain of 
wheat fall into the earth and die, it 
remains alone. We are told that some 
of the wheat found in the tombs in 
the old country, which was placed in 
them three thousand years ago, will 
sprout when planted. Stately oaks 
that came from acorns falling into the 
earth several hundred years ago, are 
still giving shade to weary pilgrims. 
The paradox we have before us of 
losing our lives to save them means 
that we lose the physical life with its 
unregenerate appetites, the mind with 
its selfish desires and ambitions, 
through crucifixion of the old man. 
Rom. 6:6. Some people give full control 
to their unregenerate appetites and 
pomp them until they soon cannot 
find any thrill to life at all. 

A certain movie actress some years 
ago offered $10,000 to any one who 
could: give her one thrill. Lord Baron, 
the literary genius of England, at the 
age of thirty-six, began his last poem 
with these words: “Life is just a yellow 
leaf,” and closed by saying, “It’s just 
a funeral pile.” We have in his last 
poem nothing but a swan song of a 
ruined life burned out at a premature 
age. 

Now may we quote the verse this 
way: “He that will save his soulish 
life must lose the appetites and lust 
of the physical life by self denial.” 
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How may we lose the self-life? By 
obedience to Christ and having the 
old man crucified with Christ. When 
we make a complete consecration to 
Christ we will be made partakers of 
His divine nature. I do not mean that 
we are to be dehumanized or become 
supernatural. The propensities and 
ambitions of man are given for a 
purpose and when rightly used are a 
blessing. But the physical life must be 
brought into the right relationship to 
the spiritual life. The physical must 
not have pre-eminence and control. 

Now Jesus gives us some more hard 
saying: “If a man hate not his father, 
mother, brother or sister, wife and 
children, and his own life, he can not 
be my disciple.” Just to take His words 
literally would not be human, to hate 
father or mother and even your own 
life; but what Jesus means is that we 
must love Him supremely above all 
earthly relationships or our own lives. 
He has called us to a self-denial life 
for He doesn’t want us to be defiled 
by the world. He anticipated the hour 
of the wedding when “his wife hath 
made herself ready,” “arrayed in fine 
linen clean and white; for the fine 
linen is the righteousness of the 
saints.” 

Of linens there are three qualities 
referred to in the Scriptures. There is 
the coarser linen worn by the high 
priest when he went in to make atone- 
ment for the people. This was worn 
when dealing with the guilt of sin and 
making reconciliation for the same. 
The honest believer is a wearer of this 
linen. But the high priest did not at 
all times wear this coarser linen. After 
having made atonement he laid aside 
this linen garment and put on a gar- 
ment “of glory and beauty.” This was 
a linen of a finer texture. We do not 
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have to continue in a state of mourn- 
ing. God forgives; atonement is made 
by our High Priest; then we can put 
on linens of glory and beauty to go 
forth triumphantly living for God, but 
the end is not yet. The finest linen of 
all was very precious. It was worn only 
by kings and persons of high rank 
and then only on special occasions. 
The threads of this linen were ex- 
tremely fine, and glistened when in 
the light. It is this sort of linen that is 
referred to in the account of the 
wedding of the Lamb. “His wife hath 
made -herself ready.” It shows that 
divine power has enabled her to make 
the preparation. He who would live 
a sanctified life must seek constantly 
to walk with God and to develop every 
Christian grace no matter what the 
expense to human feeling or natural 
desires may be. Jesus is coming for a 
bride, not for those who have con- 
formed to this world in its spirit and 
ways, but rather for them who have 
chosen to “put on Christ, making no 
provision for the flesh to fulfill the 
lust thereof.” 

But while we tarry and wait we 
have a service to perform for Him. 
Jesus taught by examples as well as by 
words. He was always going about do- 
ing good. What kind of service do we 
find Jesus rendering? He was always 
looking for people in need—the poor, 
blind, crippled, and afflicted—that He 
might serve them for the sake of their 
need only. If we don’t keep our eyes 
on the Master, we will always be look- 
ing for the General Naamans, the 
aristocrats, and those of great wealth, 
and measuring greatness with the 
yardstick of the world. 

In Mark 10:16 we find where He 
took up the little children in His arms 


and blessed them. Did He think they 
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were able to give Him some great gift 
in return? No, He was rendering a 
selfless service for the sake of the 
served. Selfless service has a reward 
So The reward is a knowl- 
dge of the fact that by such service 
the ransom of Christ is being shown to 
the world. He who renders such serv- 
ice thereby shows that he is ransomed 
indeed. And in the very effort to ex- 
press the new truth that has come to 
possess him, he helps Christ to bring 
lives. 
James taught this same selfless 
service when he wrote that “pure re- 
ligion and undefiled before God and 


ageihe Father is this, To visit the father- 


ss and widows in their afflictions, 
and to keep himself unspotted from 
the world.” Too, we see how necessary 
it is for us to keep a good influence 
and the savor in the salt. 

In the 13th chapter of St. John, in 
the ordinance of feet washing, He 
teaches that no service is too humble 
for saints to render to each other in 
love, for happy we will be if we do 
these things. Too, we will not let the 
enemy cheat us out of the blessing of 
paying tithes and giving offerings, 
and while doing this we will count 
ourselves unprofitable servants, just 
paying and giving for obedience and 
for Christ’s sake, and, as John tells 
us, “doing those things that are pleas- 
ing in his sight.” 

These days of high wages are an- 
swering some of the questions why 
so much preaching in the churches 
has been so barren and fruitless, for 
many have quit their ministry and 
taken better paying jobs; but I am 
persuaded that not one of those that 
rendered selfless service for Christ’s 
sake and His ministry, paying him 
enough to support him and his family, 
has left their ministry for better pay- 
ing jobs. Also, if we do service for 
Christ’s sake we won’t be guilty of re- 
spect of persons. We will work hard at 
the altar to get the children saved and 
the poor that don’t have so much to 
give of this world’s good. 

Now in conclusion I want to call at- 
tention to the words of Jesus in the 
25th chapter of Matthew, what He said 
to those on His right hand, “Inasmuch 
as you have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, you have 
done it unto me.” What had they 
done? They had given the hungry 
meat; the thirsty, drink; took the 
strangers in; clothed the naked; 
visited the sick and the ones in prison. 
I know some theologians contend that

If there is an employee that 
will not cooperate with the rest of the 
organization, this employee will be 
eventually culled out and some one 
found that will perform his or her 
duties for the betterment of the or- 
ganization. We have at this time two 
types of industry, that which is classi- 
fied as essential and non-essentia!. 
The industry that is classed as non- 
essential is or should be curtailed. We 
find in some instance that beer and 
whiskey dealers were allotted new 
automobiles where dairies and others 
had an awful time to get any ag all. 


Man prepares himself for a place in 
industry by going to school, first the 
grammar school, where he lays the 
foundation to build upon. Mother sees 
that he attends regularly, that he 
studies his lessons and has the an- 
swers ready. Then he starts to high 
school, where he is on a portion of 
the superstructure. We are still very 
careful of the material that goes into 
the building of this man of industry. 
Who knows, he may some day be 
president of some big corporation. 
Then he is graduated from high 
school and is ready for college. Mother 
and father are very particular as to 
what college he attends, for remem- 
ber, this may be the future president 
of the John Doe Corporation. Then 
comes the day he is to graduate from 
college. He has a wonderful oppor- 
tunity in life. He has had a post- 
graduate course and has his B. A. 
degree. Mother and father are very 
careful about the company he starts 
with, as a small company would not 
allow for the full developments_— of 


s a Floyd D. Carey 
their son’s ability. 

Many have gone through college, 
and have entered the ministry “lost” 
and undone without God. Their par- 
ents have placed more stress upon the 
physical aspects of the dear boy than 
they have his spirituality or the real 
part of their son. The business of serv- 
ing God and being a faithful servant 
is the greatest industry a man can in- 
vest in. I don’t mean you have to be a 
preacher. On a construction job all 
the men are not foremen, but there 
are laborers and other workers just as 
important as the foremen. In a big 
mill all the people do not do the same 
thing. If that were true, there would 
be no one to do the hardest jobs. God 
knows our capabilities and will not 
assign us to a task that we are un- 
able to do. 

Every part of your body has a func- 
tion peculiar to itself. No one mem- 
ber has any right to say to the other, 
“The. body has no use for you.” A per- 
son that is born of God has a specific 
purpose in life and must answer as to 
why he or she failed to properly fill 
their place in the industry of the 
Master. We must have a janitor in the 
church. If you are the janitor, be a 
good one and do your part right and 
great will be your reward on that day; 
but if you mumble and grumble at 
your lot, you will be cast into outer 
darkness, where there will be weeping 
and wailing and gnashing of teeth. 

Some ask, “If God has called me to 
preach and the pastor won’t give me a 
chance, don’t you think it is unfair 
and that I should pull out?” No! If 
you have what it takes, you will stay 
there and prove to your pastor, and 
yourself, as well as God, that you have 
what it takes to be a cog in the great- 
est industry of all, “The kingdom of 
God.” 

If mothers and fathers would spend 
the time on their knees seeking wis- 
dom from above, that they spend 
planning Junior’s future or Sally’s 
coming-out party, you would not hear 
of this juvenile delinquency, which is 
really not juvenile but adult godless- 
ness. God’s industry never stops, 
twenty-four hours a day it must go 
on. We don’t have to ask for time and 
a half for overtime, for we have eter- 
nal life if we fill our jobs. Mothers, 
fathers; let’s get into God’s great in- 
dustry and go forward for the General 
Manager, King “Jesus Christ.” AMEN. 
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Ye Must Be Born Again or 
By Their Fruits Ye Shall Know Them

As I sit here alone I feel impressed 
to write on “Ye Must Be Born Again 
or By Their Fruits Ye Shall Know 
Them,” a principle of God’s Word. The 
Bible is inspired because it inspires 
me. Hallelujah! If the Bible is the in- 
spired Word of God, what effect 
should it have on human life and con- 
duct? Before it can have any definite 
effect, its conditions must be met. 
It must be appropriated on its own 
terms. Too often this principle is 
ignored, and while declaring our 
faith in the Bible we do the things 
that are contrary to its spirit and 
teachings. It is quite obvious that the 
Word can be judged by its effects, only 
when given the full opportunity to be 
operative in the life. Under such con- 
ditions, what is the invariable result? 
The teachings of the Bible are de- 
signed to bring us into proper relation 
with God; to give a true understand- 
ing of our sinful nature and the sin- 
fulness of sin; to constrain us to ac- 
cept the mercy of God in Jesus Christ 
and make us new creatures in Him; 
to give us the consciousness of par- 
doned sin and the joys of Christ’s sal- 
vation; to touch the springs of our na- 
ture and course of our lives; to bring 
us into loving fellowship with God; to 
purify our nature and satisfy every 
spiritual need; to bring us to our 
largest self-realization and restore in 
us the image of God that was marred 
by sin; to raise our lives to a high 
moral plane; to awaken in us a pas- 
sion for the salvation of others. Such 
results constitute an external evidence 
of the inspiration of the Scriptures. 
But one thing in all the world can do 
this. 


One may be the most devoted 
student of the philosophy of science, 
of history, of literature, of sociology, 
and what not, but these can never 
change his nature, can never minis- 
ter to his deep needs, can never go to 
the roots of his being and implant 
in him that new life or hold before 
him those higher ideals that lie alone 
in the power and fall within the prov- 
ince of the Word of God. . No 
other religion can produce these ef- 
fects. There is no joy that can ap- 
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proach the joy of the saved soul, 
saved in the life that now is and the 
life that is to come. There is nothing 
in any other religion or in the whole 
range of intellectual pursuits and in- 
terests that can impart these things 
to human life. It is because the Bible 
alone can do this that it is more than 
a book. It is life in the fullest sig- 
nificance of the term. Where the Bible 
dominates the hearts of people or ex- 
ercises its. influence and leaves its 
impress, there will be found a com- 
munity of higher moral standards, a 
more advanced civilization, a deeper 
interest in the best things, more and 
better social order. Remove the Bible 
and its gracious influence, or with- 
hold it, and the opposite conditions 
exist. This being true, we can judge 
true and accurately the measure in 
which these divine principles are 
operative and effective. It is possible 
to misunderstand, misconstrue, and 
distort these principles, and when that 
is so their true influence is rendered 
that, of course, which is opposite to 
what we have said relative to their 
proper @nderstanding and application. 


Another fact that cannot be over- 
emphasized and is one of the strong- 
est external evidences of the divine 
character of the Scriptures, is in their 
uniform effect upon all classes and 
conditions of people. This is one of the 
most remarkable things about the 
Bible, the full force of which should 
not be overlooked in considering the 
fact that it stands alone and apart 
from everything else. There is not 
another thing on earth that can effect 
the deepest and most vital things of 
our life and produce the same inner 
results with all persons, regardless of 
color, culture, and circumstances. 
Take the various fields of thought. 
Comparatively few people can have 
much real acquaintance with them. 
There are but few philosophers, few 
scientists, few historians. Whatever 
these intellectual interests may mean 
to these few people, they have little 
or no Significance for the masses. 
Moreover, in the case of these few, the 
interest is more specifically intellec- 
tual and may have no effect whatever 


in creating a finer nature, in the 
transformation of character, or in ex- 
erting any moral or spiritual in- 
fluence. Any of these things may make 
them smarfter but not better men® i 
They are not life-changing or life- 
building forces. 

Now let the philosopher, the 
scientist, the historian, etc., open the 
heart and mind to the indwelling and 
operation of the truths of the Scrip- 
tures, and the effect is the same as 
with the ignorant, untutored, and less 
intelligent classes. It is like nourish- 
ing, that ministers in the same way 
to the needs of all, whether ignorant,

untutored, and less intellectual class- * a 


es; it effects their essential, vital hu- 
man nature in which they are all 
alike; it creates the same joy. 

Now I guess this is what is called 
regeneration, and Jesus said, “Ye 
which have followed me in the re- 
generation,” etc.

The prince of Persia (angel Of the 
devil) withstood him, but God sent 
His archangel Michael. Thank God,

God had need. of Elijah, so he sent 
a whirlwind, a chariot of fire (angel), 
and took him to Glory. 2 Kings 2:11. 

In Gen. 5:24 Enoch walked with 
God; and he was not; for God took 
him. I believe he sent an angel after 
him also. What a glorious way to go 
to Heaven. 

Then when God sent Jesus to this 
world to be our Savior, He still used 
angels to minister in some emergency 
cases. 

Jesus has angels. Rev. 1:1; 22:16; 
Heb. 1:7. “And of the angels he 
(Jesus) saith, Who maketh his angels 
spirits, and his ministers a flame of 
fire.” Heb. 13:2, “Be not forgetful to 
entertain strangers; for thereby some 
have entertained angels unawares.” 

Angels introduced John the Baptist, 
also Jesus, to the world. Mark 1:13. 
When Jesus received the Holy Ghost 
and the Spirit drove Him into the 
wilderness, where He was tempted of 
the devil forty days, God sent angels 
to minister unto Him. We also find in 
Luke 22:43, 44, that Jesus being in an 
agony prayed more earnestly; and 
His sweat was as it were great drops 
of blood, falling down to the ground. 
God sent an angel from Heaven to 
strengthen Him. Then when they 
came to take Jesus out of the garden, 
He said, “I can call twelve legions of 
angels,” Matt. 26:53. 

Then again we find a devout man, 
Cornelius, in Acts 10, praying until 
God sent an angel unto him, and told 
him where he could find a preacher 
to tell him what to do. He also knew 
where Peter was. 

In Acts 12 Peter was put into prison, 
and James killed. Peter was guarded 
by four quaternions of soldiers (six- 
teen soldiers), but God sent an angel, 
which loosened Peter from between 
two: soldiers and the chains fell off 
his hand. He took him through two 
wards, and the big iron gate opened 
at the presence of the angel. Peter 
went free. 

In Acts 8:26, an angel spoke to 
Philip while he was preaching at 
Samaria, and said, “Go into the 
desert Gaza.” Yes, the angel told him 
to leave that good church, and go. 
The Spirit (angel) said, “Join (get 
into) the chariot.” When the Ethi- 
opian was baptized, the Spirit of the 
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Lord (angel) caught away Philip. He 
was found at Azotus, approximately 
Sixteen miles away. It pays to obey 
the Angel. 

In Acts 27:23 Paul was a prisoner 
with two hundred seventy-six men on 
a ship. They were being shipped to- 
ward Rome. It was a very dangerous 
voyage and when the Euroclydon hit 
the ship all hope was lost. But thank 
God, He sent an angel to Paul, telling 
him what to do. They were all saved. 

In Luke we have another lesson, 
Luke 16:22. We have Lazarus, a rich 
poor man, full of sores, lving at the 
poor rich man’s gate. But thank God, 
He was mindful of him, and said, “It 
is enough,” and sent an angel to take 
him to Heaven (Abraham’s bosom). 

We find also in Rev. 14:6 an angel 
flying in the midst of Heaven having 
the everlasting gospel to preach to 
them that dwell on the earth. Jesus, 
when He comes the second time, will 
bring angels with Him. I have many 
personal testimonies of contacts with 
angels but time and space won’t per- 
mit me to use them.

His “brethren” refers only to the Jews, 
however the epithet points to the fact 
that they were neither Jews nor 
apostles, nor especially Christians, as 
some were strangers; but they were 
the needy, hungry, and thirsty. Jesus 
associates Himself with sick and needy 
humanity. As James Russell Lowell 


puts it, “He that gives a crust of bread 
and a glass of water, with himself, 
feeds the hungry beggar, Christ, and 
himself.” Now notice that He said this 
to all on His right hand. Well, what 
if we haven’t done these things? Hee 
next speaks to those on the left hand, 
and what does He say? “Inasmuch as 
ye did it not to one of these my 
brethren, ye did it not to me.” What 
had they not done? The same things 
the others had done. So if we haven’t 
done these things, He will have to 
talk to us on the left hand. . 

We may now lose the fallen physical 
nature and find spiritual life and be- 


come consecrated and arrayed in the . 


fine linen of the righteousness of 
Christ, ever looking and loving His 
appearing and rendering selfless serv- 
ice for Christ’s sake, that we may hear 
the Master say, “Come, ye blessed of 
my Father, inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation of 
the world.”
